Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lazarus 
etal (U.S. 6,134,532). 

As per claim 1 , Lazarus et al teach: 

A computer-implemented method comprising: 

selecting an ad to be displayed on a web page as one of a plurality of ads within 
a current cluster, each of the plurality of ads having a selection probability (see column 
26, lines 22-60); 

displaying the ad selected on the web page (see column 1 , lines 31-37); 
detecting activation of the ad displayed (see column 26, lines 22-60); and, 
transmitting information to an entity associated with the ad upon detecting 
activation of the ad displayed (see column 26, lines 22-60). 



As per claim 2, Lazarus et al teach: 
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The method of claim 1, further comprising displaying a web page associated with 
the entity associated with the ad (see column 1 , lines 31-37). 
As per claim 3, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 1 , wherein the current cluster is one of a plurality of clusters, 
the plurality of clusters based on information provided by at least the entity (see column 

25, lines 8-15 and column 26, lines 22-60). 

As per claim 4, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 1, wherein detecting activation of the ad display comprises 
detecting clicking on of the ad displayed (see column 26, lines 22-60). 
As per claim 5, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 1, wherein transmitting information to the entity associated 
with the ad comprises transmitting information regarding the current cluster (see column 

26, lines 22-60). 

As per claim 6, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 1 , wherein at least some of the plurality of ads are related to 
the entity for promoting a brand image of the entity (see column 18, lines 54-67 - 
column 19, lines 1-8; column 26, lines 22-60). 

As per claim 7, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 1, wherein the entity comprises one of: a vendor, an 
advertiser, an organization, and a business (see column 26, lines 22-60). 
As per claim 8, Lazarus et al teach: 
A computer-implemented method comprising: 
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detecting activation of a display message, the display message associated with a 
current cluster and having a selection probability within the current cluster (see column 
26, lines 22-60); 

transmitting information to an entity associated with the display message upon 
detecting activation of the display message, the information comprising information 
regarding the current cluster (see column 25, lines 9-15; column 26 lines 22-60). 

As per claim 9, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 8, wherein the current cluster is one of a plurality of clusters, 
the plurality of clusters based on information provided by at least the entity (see column 
26, lines 22-60). 

As per claim 1 0, Lazarus et al teach: 

The method of claim 8, wherein the entity comprises one of: a vendor, an 
advertiser, an organization, and a business (see column 26, lines 22-60). 

Claim 11 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 1, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 12 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 2, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 13 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 3, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 14 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 4, therefore the same rejection is applied. 
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Claim 15 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 5, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 16 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 6, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 17 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 7, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 18 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 8, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 19 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 9, therefore the same rejection is applied. 

Claim 20 is written as a machine-readable medium but contains the same 
limitation as claim 10, therefore the same rejection is applied.
